An Important Industry. 


Much has been said lately direct- 
ing the attention of the farmer to 
hog raising asa profitable subject 
for consideration, especially at the 


of | Present time in the face of the low 


price of wheat and the high price of 

products, There is no doubt 
that the attention had not been paid 
to this branch of farming that its 
importance merits, but during the 
last year or more farmers have given 
it consideration. The hog is a pro- 
dact of the farm that requires no ex- 
tensive quarters, it is hardy and a 
prolific breeder, and will thrive on 
food that would be rejected by other 
animals. 

The refuse from the dairy is of no 
marketable value, the London Free 
Press remarks, in referring to this 
“profitable industry,” and there is 
no medium through which it can be 
turned into dollars and cents so well 
as by means of the pigs. There is 
no reason why this country cannot 
raise enough to supply its own needs 
and export large quantities. At one 
time Canada imported annually $2,- 


000,000 worth of hogs and their pro- | dially 


ducts, but we have overcome that 
and are now exporting, but only in 
ecmparatively small quantities, and 
yet there is practically an unlimited 
demand for bacon in Great Britain. 
Modern methods of cmtring are 
making it so palatable that it is 
taking the place of other meats. 

Last year Great Britain imported 
250,000,000 worth of bacon and 
hams. Of this amount Canada sup- 
plied six per cent. only. There is 
a greater demand in England for 
Canadian bacon than for the United 
States product, and for this reason 
it commands two cents a pound 
more. This can be connected with 
the fact that there is annually going 
to waste on the dairy farms of Can- 
ada such an amount of good feed as 
would, if directed in the right chan- 
nels, put thousands of dollars into 
the pockets of farmers. 

It must be borne in mind, however, 
that the hogs sought after a few 
years ago—those great lumps of fat 
—are no longer in demand and 
English connoisseurs will not touch 
this quality, and it can only be sold 
there at a very largely reduced 
price, ifatall. The hog we must 
produce now to meet the customer 
of to-day isan animal weighing from 
150 to 200 pounds at the most, and 
the buyers in this market must pre- 
fer them to weigh 100 to 160 pounds. 
For animals of the classes there is 
almost an unlimited demand, and 
there need be no fear of an over- 
production or that the market will 
become glutted. 

There is no good reason why Can- 
adian dairy-fed bacon should not 
stand as high in the eyes of the world 
as the Canadian cheese of the day. 
Farmers cannot be too strongly 
urged to take hold of this industry 
more extensively than they have 
yet done in connection with farming. 
In this lies such a source of profit 
that any one who tries it will be 
surprised at the revenue it yields.

A Carteus Find In O14 Londen~Bandreds 
of Skeletons.

was held in the town of Brockville 
on January 1, 1830. Many stirring 
events are closely connected with 
Ghar history of Orangeism, in 
co Cinada particularly, where 
a years its adherents espoused the 
cause of sound constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

During the early period of the 
association, from 1830 to 1845, the 
late Col. Ogle R. Gowan, M. P., was 
at the head of the order as grand 
master, and was succeeded by the 
late Bro. George Benjamin,the well- 
known member of parliament for 
Hastings. At the grand lodge meet- 
ing in Hamilton in 1859 the late 
Hon. John Hillyard Cameron, Q.C., 
one of the most distinguished jurists 
of his day, was elected grand master; 
and, in 1870 the Hon. McKenzie 
Bowell, the present distinguished 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
was elected grand master of British 
America, which office is now held 
by, the Controller of Customs, Hon. 
N. Clarke Wallace, M. P., whose 
name is a household’ word among 
the Orangemen throughout British 
America, 

In 1859 the grand lodge of British 
America set the example to the 
statesman of Canada, who accepted 
the same, of a confederation plan, by 
aut the formation of provin- 
cial grand lodges into the following 
tario West, Ontario 
East, Quebec, Nova Scotia, and New 
Brunswick. The provinoia! Ofange 
Grand s of Prince Edward 
Island, Manitoba, British Columbia, 
and the North-west territories have 
since then been -successfully organ- 
ized, and also Newfoundland added 
to the list, and presaging the way 
for the admission of the last of the 
British North American colonies to 
the Canadian confederation.

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THE PANAMA CANAL AGAIN. 


A Determined Effort Being Made to Com- 
plete That Great Waterway. 

According to « telegram from Paris ar- 
rangements have been made by the official 
Hquidator of the defunct Panama Canal 
Company indicative of a determined effort 
to complete that waterway. Before glanc- 
ing at the details of the plan on which 
work is to be resumed, it is worth while vo 
considerthe mechanical and fiuancial as- 
pects of the tremendous problem. The 
original design, upon which « vast sam of 
money was ostensibly expended, was to cut 
through the Isthmus an covan-level canal, 
but thie was ultimately abandoned, M. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps himeelf having been 
convicted of the superior practicability and 
cheapness of a lock system. Although we 
have had aa yet bo definite statement on 
thie point, we may take for granted that 
the project of a vanal with locks will be 
adhered to by the new company. About 
the feasibility of constructing the water- 
way on this principle, European and Amer, 
ican engineers are agreed, and they also 
concur in computing that the addrtional 
outlay required would not exceed $100,000. 
Q00, This estimate is based on the assump- 
tion that the work will be honestly and 
economically done, no part of the money 
subscribed being diverted to a corruption 
fund, or sunk in exorbitant profits collusive- 
ly conceded to contractors. 

How can the sum needed be procured, 
or, in other words, to what source of in- 
come can those who wi]l be asked to lend 
it, look tor interest on their investment ? 
It is calculated that the net annual 
teturns from the canal, after it isin full 
operation, will reach atout $10,000,000 « 

But all of this will not be available

Bare Combination of Simplicity and 

Seed Taste Everywhere Prevailing. 

The English royal yachts Victoria and 
Albertand the Usborne are old-time side” 
wheelers of about 2,500 tona, built about 
forty years ago, but atill eerviceable, com~ 
fortable, and vonvenient, without any 
display of luxury or magnificence. Bat 
there isa rare combination of simplicity 
and good taste everywhere provailing. 
The decks are covered with linoleum, over 
which carpeting is laid when royalty takes 
passage on board. They have pretty little 
5 o'clock tes cabins on deck, and are light- 
ed electrically throughout, All the royal 
apartments on board the Victoria and 
Albert have the floors covered with red 
and black brussels carpet in small coral 
patterns, thewalls hung with chintz, box- 
eated; the doors of bird's-eye maple 
with handles of iron and fittings heavily 
electro-plated, The Queen's room 
a brass tead screwed into sockets in 
the floor, bed furniture of rosebud chintz 
lined with green silk, y to match, 
green silk blinds and white muslin curtains 
with goffered frills, mahogany farniture, 
chintz covered, ng-room, mahogany 
furniture, covered with green leather, 
writing and dressing table combined, the 
walls covered with maps and charts on 
spring rollers, All these things are kept 
in exactly the samestate they were when 
the Prince Consort waa alive, as the Queen 
forbide any change being made. When- 
ever she has to sleep a night on board the 
yacht she takes her mattress with her, 
as she is unable to sleep on any other. 

The wardrobe-room, in which the

While other farm animale may be per- 
mitted to drink from « pond or pool, milch 
cows should not be permitted to drink sach 
water atall. lfone does not enjoy the 
luxury of good springs or ranning brooks 
he ought surely to secure a well if 
this is possible ; and if a wellis out of the 
question, as it is in some localities, then 
provide » cistern of such capacity that it 
may seg? fail to “gem all pera made 

it. stock purposes I prefer a well 
toe inn i it ever so good, but where 
the cistern is of such capacity as to provide 
as summer's supply of winter rains, and not 
permitting summer rains to enter the cis- 
tern, and where all is thoroughly filtered, 
the water is of good quality, though stock 
usually prefer well or spring water. 

In driving « well do not stop until a good 
supply of water is assured, and in building 
a cistern do not atop short of one hundred 
barrela’ capacity: while much | would 
be necessary in many cases, and then drain 
aa much roof as possible into it.

The preservation of the fur seal is a duty 
te which the United States long age felt 
iteelf spetially called, amd since the emact- 
ment of the Parise Tribanal’s regulations it 
hae been as diligent in that duty as if the 
responsibility for it were etili undivided. 
When the «spring season opened, nine 
United States gunboats followed the sealing 
fleet inte Bebring Sea, and watched +t 
there uctil the last days of April. When 
the close season ended on the last day of 
Jaly these nine cruisers were again on the 

| spot. One lonely cruiser represented and 
supported the majesty of British law. The 
nine American veesels probably deterred 
poachers, but they only captured two.

The press censorship is arbitrary and 
peculiar, Most papere are allowed to print 
what they like without control, but if they 


print anything that displeases the Govern. 
ment they are notified of the fact and 
receive what is called a first warning 
This warning may be accompanied with 
suspension for a definite period—a week, a 
month or a year, That of course, means a 
heavy floe, for a paper that is unable to 
earn any money on the capital it has invest. 
ed for o given time loses heavily. It has 
to keep up ite staff, although it cannot do 
any busineso.

Napoleon’s writing was a collection of 
letters unconnected with each other, and 
unreadable. Half the letters to each word 
were wanting. He could not read his own 
writing again,or would not take the trouble 
todoso, If he was asked for some expla- 
nation, he would tear it up, or throw it into 
the fire,and dictate it over again—the same 
ideas, itis true, but couched in different 
language and in different style. Although 
he could detect faults in the apelling of 
others, his own orthography left much to 
be desired, "It was ‘negligence’ Which had 
become a habit: hedid not want to break 
or tangle the thread of his thoughts by 
paying attention to the details of spelling. 

Napoleon also used to make mistakes in 

figures, absolute and positive as arithmetic 
has to be. He could have worked out the 
most complicated mathematical problema, 
and yet he could rarely total up a eum cor- 
rectly. It is fair to add that these errors 
were not always made without intention. 
For example, in calculating the number of 
men who were to make up his battalions, 
regiments or divisions, he always used to 
increase the aum total. One can hardly 
believe thatin doing so he wanted to deceive 
himeelf, but he often thought it useful to 
exaggerate the atrength of hie armies.  [t 
was no use pointing out any mistake of this 
kind; he refused to admit it,and obstinately 


maintained his voluntary arithmetical 
error,

Sun Spots and Drouth. 


Further confirmation of the theory that 
there is a distinct connection between aun- 
spote and terrestrial drouth has been furnish. 
ed .by that eminent scientist, M Saveliet. 
He has painstakingly studied the variations 
of the aun’s heat received by the soil of the 
earth at diferent stages of solar disturbance 
ever since the year 1890. These elaborate 
researches demonstrate that in all probabil- 
ity the calorific intensity of the sun’s rays 
augments in proportion to the increase of 
turmoil on the solar surface.

tion, which gives the main impulse to the 
socialistic propaganda, and he shows that 
this ie wholly without foundation. The 
assumption is that under the conditions 
of contemporary civilization which ix 
reared wpon the principle of individual 
property and upon the application of mach- 
inery to industry, poverty is increasing at 
a distressing and formidable rate. That 


the rich are growing richer and the poor | 


poorer was taken for granted by Karl Marx, 
and the assertion is continually repeated 
in socialistic epesches and writings. Mr. 
Malluock, however, undertakes to prove 
that the reverse is the case in Eogiand, 
which Marx himself accepted as the most 
perfect example of the working of the 
latest type of civilization, What, therefore, 
is true of England mast be true also of other 
countries where like conditions prevail. 
It is to Mr. Giffen, the Statistical Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade that English 
Socialists, when it suite their purpose, are 
wontto appeal as to the greatest - living 
sathority. Bat Mr. Giffen, as the Review 
points out, hae declared that eo far as *‘the 
individual income” is concerned, “it would 
not be far short of the mark to say that the 
whole of the great material improvement 
of the past fifty years has gone to, the 
masses,” The clear, cold light of statinticg 
reveals the fact thatin England the average 
fortunes of the rich are distinctly, if not 
greatly decreasing; that persons possessed 
of moderate means, say from $750 to $5,000 
* year, are increasing faster than any other 
class ; while the average increase of indivi- 
dual incomes has been greatest among the 
Wage-earning masses, Not only do the 
masses receive on an average larger in- 
comes, but these procure them more com- 
forte and luxuries; they inhabit better 
houses, wear better ciothes, consume per 


head ap quantity of meat, bat- 
ter, sugar and tobacco ; and, according 
to the last census, the persons who minister 
exclusively to the amusement of the masses 
have increased in ten years some 80 per 
cent, If the socialistic assumption had any 
foundation, we might expect it to prove 
true in this respect, that, though the num- 
ber of moderate incomes is increasing, the 
number of employers and small tradcamen 
is decreasing, amall factories being merged 
in larger ones, and many amal! shops in a 
tew ticemporiums, Even this seems 
not to be the case. The number of ‘smal! 
manufacturing firms and retail shops in 
London has during the last ten years kept 
pace with the growth of population, while 
the number of textile factories instead of 
lessening, as. Karl Marx predicted, has 
yoy from 6,807 in 187 to 7,465 in 


How has it happened that an assumption 
really counter to the facts is ao generally 
put forward asa truism? The currency of 
the mistake is due to the tendency of those 
persons whom Mr. Mallock would describe 
as economic impressioniste, to confuse phe- 
nomena essentially distinet : to confound, 
that is to say, a mere change in the distri- 
bution of poverty with a growth of the 
evil; and to overlook the fact that even 
when poverty in a given place exhibite an 
absolute increase, it may at the same time 
have decreased in that place relatively to 
the population. It is, in truth, no paradox 
that & town, @ county, a nation, may, aga 
whole, be groming constantly more pros 
perous, and yet may contain an increasing 
amount of squa'or and misery, The ex- 

lanation is that, wherever the modern jn- 

ustrial system has been introduced, at 
whatever spot labor has been massed to- 

ether and put in operation by capital 

andled with intellect and ability, there 
has resulted not only an enormous increase 
in the production of wealth, but also a 
great increase in the local population ; and 
thus, though the gross product of wealth 
per head of those employed and the share 
thereof taken in the shape of wages or in- 
comes by each member of a great ma jority 
of the population may Le increasing year 
by year; yet there may continue to exist a 
minority or residum which fails to par- 
ticipate in the general progress, and which 
may increase in absolute number, while 
relatively to the population it may be dim- 
inishing. To iliustrate this point, Mr. 
Stallock takes the case of a village of five 
huodred inhabitants’ expanding into a 
manufacturing community of fifty thousand, 
He assumes that in the village nineteen- 
twentieths of the population were well so 
do and only one-twentieth were poor, The 
proportion would givea pauper class 0:

Those | who 
look merely at the superficial fact of 
absolute increase will denounce the modern 
industrial aystem for having produced a 
thousand miserable human beings where 
there were only twenty-five before, while, 
in truth, the proportion of the paupers 
to che prosperous was far ter formerly 
than itismow. Inthe village there was 
one unfortunate being to twenty fortunate 
ones; in the city there is bat one to 
fifty. 

To what should we attribute the often | 
observed tendency to confound an absolute 
local increase of poverty with an increase 
relative to population? Mr, Mallock would 
ascribe it not to stupidity or distionesty, i 
but, in most cases, to thoughtle*sness or | 
ignorance.

THE FARM. 

Improved Brace For Wire Fences. 

One trouble with wire fences is the lis- 
bility of the wires to become loose, sagging 
down or losing their tension. This ia 
mainly caused by the poste tipping or 
leaning towards the point of the greatest 
strain and which is not fully overcome by 
the common plan of placing @ brace against 
the top end of the post, the other end being 
imbedded im the ground. This lower end 
is subject to the action of frost, decay and 
the liability of the stone or other substance

iy the shown herewith this trouble is 
obvia and a firm : secured, 
The two end posts are connected at the 

by « strip or pole a, two by two three 
styips m,m, are nailed in the form of an X to 
the top and bottom of 'the poste ; they are 
also firmly connected ther at the center 
by bolta or spikes. This plananswers equally 
well for ends of fences or the center of « 
long line. Inthe latter case it equalizes 
the atrain from both directions. 


Harvesting and Storing R 

The first thing to be done in the harveat- 
ing and storing roots, is to cat off their 
tops with a sharp hoo, while the roote are 
yet in the ground, pulling the tops trom 
two rows into one. To pull the roots take 
a plow—one with an old meld board with 
the upper half broken offis beat—plow 
them out, throwing two rows together into 
the space not occupied by the tops. The 
few recta that are wholly covered with the 
soil may be thrown out with a fork, In. 
gathering the roots, use no baskets, buat 
throw them directly into the wagon, cau- 
tioning the leaders to take one reot in each 
hand, knock them together to jar off the 
soil. The loadis driven directly to the 
cellar, where a chute has been constructed, 
about the length of the wagon box and 
leading to the cellar, The advantage of 
the chute consistein two or three men 


bemg able to work at unloading at the 
same time without being in each other's 
way. The chute should be constructed 
with a slatted bottom, so that all the loose 
dirt will drop to’the ground. ~ This freeing 
of the roota from earth ie an important 
factor in theirkeeping, as they will certain- 
ly decay if much earth and litter is left 
adhering. ‘To further aid in the cleansing 
process, a dry time should be selected for 
the work 


work, 

The general rule is to harvest roots the 
firat week in November, though ciroum- 
stances might make a difference of a week 
in the time, Itis considered unwise to 
leave them out longer, if the weather per- 
mite the work. For —— os — 
ingand to keep a comparatively hig 
ton rature, the bin is placed in the centre 
of ine \assennh a0 alarge barn: The sides 
are made by boarding up the studding on 
theinside sext the roots, with chesp, 
rough lumber. The outsideis covered first 
with building paper and then with matched 
hemlock roel a In cold seasons, a 
a covering of straw will prevent the roots 
from becoming frosted, Two or three ven- 
tilatung tubes should be placed amsang the 
roots, These are cheaply made by nai'ing 
tour six-inch boards together, forming « 
tube, boring augur holes in the four sides 
at frequent intervals. Stored in this man- 
ner, roota may be perfectly preserved until 
the middle of May. 


Freshets Damaging Hiillsides. 
The dashing, tempestuous showers of 
summer frequently do much damage by 
washing hillsides that are not protected by 
a covering of sod. Hence it is wise to 
allow tillable land so located, to be uoder 
the plow no longer than possible, net de- 
voting it to continuous grain or hoed crops 
that necessitate leaving the surface barren 
a greater portion of the year. By care in 
plowing and thorough harrowing, it is not 
a difficult matter to render « stiff sod suit- 
able for a seed bed for any of the spring 
grains, and fine enough to sow at the same 
time, a seeding of timothy and clover. 
Upon sod ground the latter should always

hartow at intervals of one month. At the 
proper tire sow to winter Wheat or rye, 
applying the well-rooted barnyard manure 
previous to the last harrowing, or sowing 
commercial fertilizera with the grain, at 
the same time sowing six qasrts of timothy 
tothe acre. Four quarts of red clover 
ebould be added at the proper time the 
following spring. ‘This management should 
not only yield a good crop of grain, but a 
fine sodas well, ‘he fall-eown timothy 
grows rapidly, and, combined with the 
growing grain, soon offers sufficient resist- 
ance and tenacity to the surface soil aa 
to prevent any serious damage from the 
Sushing of hillsides thus grassed over.

‘The conclusion of Admiral Colomb that 


the battle off the moath of the Yalu is an. 


argument for moderate-sized rather than 
the largest war ships, must be weloome to 
‘those naval designers who have taken the 
same general view. The inference thus 
drawn is not, to be sure, wholly convincing, 
because none of the ships engaged on either 
side were of the class described by the Ad- 
miral as “ great vessels that cost £1,000, - 
000.” Hence it still remains to be seen 
what second-class battle ships or protected 
cruisers would do against tacts battle 
ships like the nine new, ones, of the Ma 

tic and Magnificent class that Eng is 
now constructing, or is about to lay down. 
Still, it ie clear that even the draught of 
such battle ships as China was 
fatal in the shallow yaters where they 
fought, and it is also cledr that the veasels 
of moderate size on which Japan relied also 
carried batteries powerfyl enough to over- 
come China's heaviest ships.

The Roman Catholic Church in 
par town was the scene last Sunday 
morning ot the intensley interesting 

_ and impressive ceremony of Con- 
firmation. Bishop Cleary, now quite 
recovered from his late illness, was 
present, together with his private 
secretary, Rev. Father Kelly, the 
Rev. Father Farley, Vicar-General, 

and Rev. Father Davis. 

The service at 10.30 with 
the celebration of the Mass by Rev. 


~*~ Father Davis, then immediately fol- 


lowing, the rite of Confirmation 
_ was administered by Bishop Cleary. 
There were some seventy children 
or more confirmed. The girls look- 
ed very pretty in their white gar- 
ments with wreaths of flowers and 
Teng floating tulle veils. On the 
 gonelusion of this ceremany A. A. 
McDonald, Esq., on f ob the 
congregation, read an eloquent ad- 
dress to the Bishop which was 
 Vetened to with great interest by 
ll, bearing as it did on important 
matters and events which had agi- 
tated our Province so recently. 
“The Bishop thanked the congrega- 
‘tien in fitting and appropriate 
words for their kindness in present- 
‘ing him with an address indicative 
of their kindly regard and apprecia- 
tion of his services in their behalf 
‘as the defender and upholder of 
their rights and interests. He 
declared that he had only done bis 
duty, that at a time when their 
eivil and religious liberties were 
threatened it was necessary that 
one Bishop should stand forth and 
peak for all, that he would have 
been yo to have shirked sn 
duty which manifestly fell to his 
lot, and that at all times he would 
ever defend his people even at the 
risk of his own life. He then pro- 
 geeded to give a clear exposition of 
the position and stand of the Roman 
_. Catholic Church, declaring that it 
"never was the first t0 attack, that 
ft was always on the defence, but 
that the point of attack was the 
. point of defence and that when the 
attack ceased they would cease to 
defend. Continuing he remarked 
that there was a time for peace 
and a time for war,” and that he 
firmly believed that the time for 
peace had come. A recent public 
event had confirmed him in his 
" prognostications of a long period of 
peace. He said in concluding his 
allusions to past strife that he might 
be a false prophet, but that he 
thought the sword would now be 
sheathed for some generations. As 
we listened to his words we thought 
of Longfellow’s beautiful vision of 
peace: 
“Down. the dark future through long 
The echoing sounds grow fainter and 
os And likes tell with solemn sweet 
I eres mace the voice of Christ 
say “ Peace.” 
‘Peace! and.no longer from its prayer

The Detective Wants Assistance in Stamp. 
ing @ut the Peranlt Gang. 

Dancan McCrae, the Ontario Government 
detective, who, on September 7th last, shot 
and killed William Verault at French 
River, arrived in Toronto the other day. 

‘* There were six Perault brothers,” he 
said, in speaking of the affair, ** Bill, the 
eldeat, who was shot, and George, Frank, 
Edward, Bunny and John, all big strapping 
men, who have committed all kinds of de- 
predations and have been the terror of the 
neighborhood for years, They came origi- 
nally from Penetanguishens, and were 
driven out of that town, Over twenty-four 
warrants are out against them, among them 
one for stealing nete at Midland and an- 
other for robbing the lighthouse at Parry 
Sound, They came to French River on the 
day of the local election, got drank and 
raised Cain generally. They were arrested 
and were fined $1u and costs each. Then 
they went away from the place and did not 
return until September 7th, the day of the 
tragedy. They first went to the Queen's 
hotel and were creating trouble there, I 
warned(them that they had better go 
away, and they appeared to be willin 
enough to comply with my orders, for 
saw them get into their boat to leave, A 
short time afcerwards [ heard «a row goin 
on atthe Charlevoix hotel, and I went upan 
found the gang there. They saw me enter, 
and as I nae 5g towards them, one of them 
made use of an epithet and grabbed me. 
The other three also came at me and en- 
deavered to throw me. I struggled for a 
time, and I saw that they were trying to 
get me intoa dark place, I realized/my 
danger and drew my revolver, threatening 
three times to shoot if they dia not let me 
go. Bill tried to knock the revolver out 
of my hand, and struck me a blow on the 
wrist. My finger was on the trigger and 
the revolver went off, the bullet . going 
through hie forehead, 

‘When the dead man was searched « 
dirk, 14 inches long, was found in his 
possession. A coroner's jury tried the 
ease and acquitted me of all blame.” 

Mr. McCrae stated that a couple of day 
ago he was informed that the gang were 
camped out on an island near French River, 
and that they were armed with rifles and 
were coming to the town to do him up. He 
then thought it was time to obtain aassist- 
ance, ahd he came on to Toronto to as- 
the Attorney-General's department  ‘%o 
detail some good men to return with bim 
to aid in stamping the desperadoes ont. 
He will go bask to French River as soon 
ae the necessary aid is granted him, 


Gathering Cigar Ends in London. 

Au applicant for assistance to a London 
magistrate presented as evidence of his in- 
dustrious habits a printed bill in a frame, 
which sets forth that the author, with the 
idea of showing smokers how much they 
wasted, had set himself the task of picking 
up all the cigar ends he could find in seven 
years between Clapton and the London 
docks. The distance he covered in search 
of these unconsidered trifles was 11,823 
miles. The number of cigar ends found 
was 600,000, and the average length of the 
pieces was lj inches, Putting the average 
coat of cigars at the low: price of 14a each, 
the total original cost would be £3,750,snd 
the amount wasted he estimates at £1,900, 
Placed end to end the cigar ends which the 
applicant found would measure thirteen 
and « half miles long.

Talking of tortures, however, we hear a 
great den! at present about the wickedness 
of molera days and many sight for the 
geod old times, eays « Paris letter, Yet 
Paris has just been edified by a work treat- 
ing of the life and proceedings of « lady of 
the sixteenth centary, who carried her care 
for her beauty to the very utmost limite. 
This is not a fairy tale, but a sober, his- 
torical fact, backed by many official deca- 
ments of undoubted authenticity, and 
the lady's amiable weakness is described 
with a wealth of detail and forcible simpli- 
city of description that ix apt to turn the 
reader sick . ; 

The lady in question was named Eliza- 
beth Bathory, Comtesse Nadasdy, having 
married at the ageof 15 in 1595 Comte 
Francois Nadasdy, who was not of too 
mild # matare himself, as, when ‘his wife 
complained one day that her maid had been 
impertinent, he ordered ihe erring hand- 
maiden stripped, smeared with honey and 
laid on a waspe’ nest, from the effects of 
which gentle admonition she subsequently 
died. The Countess Elizabeth was left a 
widow in 1604 and began simply at firat to 
try to keop up the rigorous discipline en- 
forced by her late husband. Unhappily, 
one day she struck her waitingmaid, and so 
wounted her that her mistress’ hands were 
covered with blood, When they were 
washed the Countess remarked that her 
bands were whiter andthe skin more sup- 
ple and firm, and thenosforward her natur- 
ally cruel nature was spurred by the frenzied 
desire to retain her waning beauty at any 
price. Odd though it may seem in the 


present day, she used as @ cosmetic from 
that time on a bath of human blood, and 
the tradition goes that anything so superb 
in ite brilliant fairness as her complexion 
can not be ned. She murdered all 
her waiting- one by one, aided by 
three aceomplices, her old nurse being one 
of them, and when she could get no woman 
to enter her service she coolly sent her 
emissariss to kidnap the peasant girls of 
the neigh bornood, 

At last, however, the ghastly scandal 
rose to such a pitch that even Hungary in 
the Middie Ages could not afford to slose 
ite eare to the wail of bereaved families ; 
and the culprit's firet cousin, Governor of

complices, they had their hands cut off, 
and were subsequently burned to the stake, 
as, teing common people, there was no 
reason for s their lives. Itis said 
that thefair dame sacrificed 600 girle to 
her radiance of skip, but the biographer 
states soberly that documentary evi- 
dence existe of the murder of only 
250, which was a very respectable 
mumbcr to getrid of in six years’ time 
therefore we will give her the benefit of 
the doubt, Whether in after yeara she con- 
sidered thirty years of solitary confinement 
too high @ price to pay for six years of 
unimpaired beanty,it is hard to say, but 
the inference is that she did, since she 
killed herselfat last, Although her idea 
‘was not patented, in spite of the alleged 
eucoess of this queer cosmetic,there is no 
proof thatitever has been tried since, 
An account of the lady’s proceedings has 
just been read before the French Academy 
of medicine,and ahe has been pronounced to 
have been undoubtedly insane; but if so, it 
must be confeused that her madness was 
curiously methodical.

‘Harnessing the Lightning. 


Tt is just possible that one of these days 
instead of making electricity for ourselves 
we shall learn to tap the immense store of 
the electric fluid that pervades the higher 
atmosphere ; that in fact, we shall be able 
to ** harness the lightning.” Prof. Trow. 
bridge shows that # discharge keeps in the 
same path for 300-1,000 part of « second, 
and he believes that a *' step-down” trans- 
former—a device by which the voltage of 
the discharge would be reduced —might ren- 
der it fit for the service of man, An ave 
thunder storm is estimated to contain about 
300-horse power of electrical energy. A 
flash of lightning a quarter of a mile lon 
practically means an electromotive force o 
millions of volts. Reckoning on the basis 
that a flash occurs when the electrical strain 
on the air is 1.37 pounds per oubic foot, the 
total electrical energy in a cubic milo of 
the strained air just on the point of flash. 
ing ia about 70,000,000 foot-tons, or, in 
other words, the energ uired to raise a 
ton 70,000,000 feet high. lectricians are 
now trying to think out how this enormous 
power can be brought down to earth and 
utilized, and they talk of employing some 
modification of Franklin's kite,at all events, 
for experimental work.

Pigeons in the Far North. 


When Lieutenant Peary departed for 
Greenland last year he took with hima 
number of pigeons, in order tu teat their 
value for messenger service in the Arctica, 
From a letter received from that distin. 
guished explorer, it appears the experiment 
was nota success, A distance of twelve 
miles only was covered, and that only on 
but one occasion. The birds seemed to be- 
come confused in the wilderness of rocks 
and ice, and the few that escaped the falcons 
became stupid from the cold and the long 
Arctic winter night. But, while Lieutenant 
Peary’s experience with pigeons for mes- 
senger service does not seem to have been 
® happy one, it should not be accepted as 
conclusive evidence that they are of no 
value in Polar work. The fact that on one 
oceasion birds did reach their cote in safety 
atfords encouragement to believe that under 
other and more favorable conditions a more 
satisfactory general result might be 
duced. It would at least be worth while for 
any expedition going North in the future 
to take birds with them and continue the 
experiments begun by Lieutenant Peary.

we never caught any large fish. I! one of 
us happened to catch a fish that weighed a 
pound it was the talk of the neighborhoed 
fora week, Most of the fieh we caught 
were four to ten inches long, the latter be 
ing called big ones, 

When I was twelve years old we moved 
to the North-Weat. Our farm bordered on 
a large stream that looked to me like a 
river, it was so wide and deep. The water 
was of a datk color, from flowing through 
swampy and muck land, and was the de- 
light of catfish, I couldy’t rest until I 
had tried the fishing in this river. Father 
was afraid to let me go alone, and he rigged 
up 4 line and went along. 


The river flowed along the west line of 

our farm, through our woodland. 
| Warm, pleasant Saturday afternoon in Sep 
| tember, and we reac the river about 
‘five o'clock. The water see just right, 
j and father sand, as we first looked at it : 

** I shouldn’t wonder if there were some 

big fish in this stream.” 
¢ threw in from the bank, but I climbed 
out one large tree that had been uprooted 
and had fallen out into the atream, reaching 
| across to the shallow water on the other 
| side. I sat down on the body of ths tree, 
right over the middle of the channel, and 
threw in a hook baited with « large black 
worm. 

The hook had scarcely reached the bot- 
tom when a heavy jerk notified me that 
business had commenced, ‘The fish, after 
giving that one jerk, began to move qui- 
etly upstream. I pulled with the uaual 
quick jerk Thad always employed in land- 
ing little fish, but I did not land this one.

The Border Line, 


Do any of our boys and ws nery how 
the dividing line between & and the 
United States is marked, and how travelers 
in those wild regions northwest of the 
Great Lakes can tell when they step from 
the domains of Queen Victoria into those 
of Uncle Sam? For many years the ques- 
tion of boundary between the United States 
and the possessions of Great Britain was 
discussed, and at last, at the convention 
at London, held in 1818, the forty-ninth 
parallel of north latitude was decided upon, 
A parallel of latitude, however, being an 
imaginary line,is a very poor guide toa trav- 
eler, 80 the next thing to do was to mark 
that line so that all who that way 
should know where it was located, 

aT the country in that vicinity 
was surveyed, and monurrents set up at 
every mile intervals, the British placia 
one between every two of the Uni 
States, These extend from the Lake of the 
Woods tothe Rocky mountains. Where 
the line enters foreste, the timber is cut 
down, the ground cleared a rod wide; 
where it crosses amall lakes, stone cairns 
have been built, sometimes being eighteen 
feet under water and eight atove ; in other 
laces earth mounds 7x14 feet have been 
uilt, The most of these monumenta, 
which number 388 in all, are of iron. Ut 
was found that the most solid wooden poate 
Were not proof against the Indiana, prai- 
ri¢ fires, and the weather, so that 
nothing but iron would do. These pillars 
are hollow iron castings, fitted over solid 
cedar posts, and well bolted through, and 
are sank four feet deep in the ground. 
They are eight feet high, eight inches 
equare at the bare, and four at the top, 
and upon opposite sides, facing north and 
south, are the inscriptions cast in letters 
two inches high, ‘* Convention in London” 
and “October 20, 1813." These pillars 
weigh 285 pounds each,
